NATIONAL TYPOGRAPHICAL UNION. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., JUNE, 1868. 


FIRST DAY. 
Monpay, June 1, 
At 10 o'clock, the delegates, escorted by the Committee 
of Arrangements of Columbia Typographical Union, No. 
101, proceeded in a body to Odd-Fellows’ Hall, the place

selected for holding the session of the National Typo- | 


graphical Union. 


The President, Mr. John H. Oberly, called the Conven- 


tion to order, when Mr. W. W. Maloney, President of the 
Columbia Typographical Union, stepped forward and wel- 
comed the National Union to Washington. He said: 


Mr. President and Gentlemen: 
welcome so many worthy members of the craft. I will not detain you 
by any extended remarks, nor will I attempt to advise you as to your 
duties, as I presume you are all familiar with what you are assembled 
to accomplish: and I hope your deliberations will be marked by that 
good will and friendly feeling so characteristic of our craft. Our com- 
mittee have made some slight arrangements for your entertainment, 
but I hope they will not interfere with your business. I, therefore, in 
the name and on behalf of Columbia Typographical Union, No. 101, 
—— you to its hospitalities during your sojourn at the National 
Capital. 


Mr. Oberly, on the part of the National Union, returned 
thanks to Columbia Union, as follows: 


_ Sir:—Through you to the Columbia Union, No. 101, I return thanks 
for the kind words of welcome you have just uttered. I hope, sir, this 


session of the National Union may merit the honorable distinction of 


commendation from the Union over which you preside—a Union 
seaeenene in its membership, which is as intelligent as prudent and 
just. 

The first business in order was the appointment of a 
Committee on Credentials.

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In addition to the above-named delegates, Vice-President 
D. C. Morris, of Memphis, and Corresponding Secretary 
W. W. Mayberry, of Philadelphia, were present. 

The following officers were recommended by Columbia 
Union, and were unanimously elected: Daniel H. Har- 
baugh, Sergeant-at-Arms, and Orlando Jones, Messenger. 

The President then read his official report, giving an ac- 
count of the condition and opportunities of the craft 
throughout the United States during the past year. The 
following is an abstract of his address: 

From data as reliable : 
that not half the journeymen printers in the United States and the 
Canadas are members of the Union. This evil is becoming less for 
midable as time goes by, and I am confident that some plan may be de- 
vised by which the great majority of non-union printers within our 
jurisdiction will give faithful adherence to the Union, [am the more 
confident in this belief since I have learned the important fact that, 
during the two years of my Presidency, in which the office of Secre 
tary and Treasurer were superintended with what I feel compelled to 
call remarkable energy and discretion by Mr. Troup, the number on 
the roll of our membership has been doubled, and we can now show a 
list of over seven thousand names. This work has, however, been 
done more imperfectly than it should have been, the officers of this 
Union not having the benefit of the advice of the national body on the 
subject. W ithout suggesting a plan of organization, I therefore call 
this subject to your attention. While it is our duty to endeavor in 





every possible way to secure to our organization the membership of 


men who have never belonged to it, I believe we should also, at all 
times, endeavor to reclaim those printers who have, in a moment of 
impulse or an hour when want compelled the sdrrender of honor, been 
unfaithfal to their union obligations; and to this end I earnestly re 

commend the proclamation by this body of a general amnesty, to be 
granted upon such conditions as the Union may deem proper. 


In my opinion, there should be an amendment of Section 1 of 


General Laws, which prohibits a Union from admitting to membe rship 
an expelled member without first obtaining the consent of the Union 
from which he was expelled. Occasionally this provision is very em- 
barrassing to Unions engaged in a conflict with what our vernacular 
calls “rats... Sometimes unfaithful printers would willingly return to 
the Union and leave the employers whose tools they are, and very fre 
quently Subordinate Unions would accept them, were it not for this 
section of General Laws. I know that ordinarily itis not unjust to re 
quire a repentant expelled man to await the action of the Union that 
expelled him; but there are times when the very existence of a Subor 
dinate may depend upon prompt action in a matter of this kind. 
During the past year Memphis Union, in self-defence, in the face of 
Section 1 of the General Laws, was compelled to whitewash eleven 
**rats;’> and New York Union, during the conflict with the World 
newspaper, was compelled to do as Memphis did, and receive into fel 
lowship an expelled member of the Philadelphia Union. While, 
therefore, I do not advise the repeal of this provision of Section 1, ! 
recommend that it be qualified so that Subordinate Unions, in certain 
exigencies, may admit to membership the expelled members of other 
Unions without first obtaining consent. 

In reference to strikes, he said: During the past year printers’ 
strikes have occurred in Detroit, Nashville, Galveston, Omaha, Selma, 
and Brooklyn, and * difficulties’ in New York, Memphis, Pittsburg, 
and other places. Allthe strikes were disasters, and the “difficulties” 
were, to the Unions engaged in them, expensive luxuries. The failure 
of the strikes can be traced to a lack of funds to sustain them. 
Brooklyn Union, for instance, while New York could give it money, 
sustained itself until it obtained funds from Albany and oe 
Its appeal for aid to Philadelphia, its neighbor, re sulted in a refusal, 
law of that Union requiring a unanimous vote to appropriate money, 
which the friends of fellowship in the craft could not obtain. Eig 
weeks after the downfall of Brooklyn Union, Cincinnati and Now 
Orleans answered the call for aid by sending money, which was re 
funded, Not another of the Subordinates sent a cent. This * plain, 
unvarnished tale*’ proves to my mind conclusively that the establish- 
ment of a National Fund is an absolute necessity; and the fact that 
the Memphis Union secured success against a formidable combination 
Without money does not weaken the conviction Memphis Union 
made muscle answer all the ——— of money; but muscle is not as 
potent as legal tender outside of the Bluff City. 

With reference to the * introduc tion of printing into State prisons,” 
he said an attempt to introduce the “art preservative of all arts” into 
the prisons of New York State was brought to the notice of the Subor- 
dinate Unions by a Circular issued by the Albany Typographical 
Union, March 18, 1868, which stated “that they learned that a contract 
for the labor of seventy -five convicts, to he app lied to the purposes of 
printing and stereotyping, was then pending, and that it had already 
been awarded by the prison inspectors, but was not finally consum- 
mated, and, unless prevented by an act of the Legislature, would go 
into effect on the Ist of April.” On the receipt of this Circular and re- 
monstrance, Mr Tromm, the Secretary and Treasurer, addressed a com- 
munication to the Subordinate U nions in the State of New York, r 
questing them to leave nothing undone to have the contract set aside, 


any I can command, I am led to the belief 
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and suggesting that the Senators and Assemblymen be invoked to put 
a stop to the matter by legislative enactment. This remonstrance 
was also forwarded to the two hundred and eighty labor organizations 
of the State, and thirty thousand signatures were obtained and pre 
sented to the Legislature, 

After some de lay and considerable work, a bill was prepared and 
presented to the Legislature calling for the abrogation of the contract, 
which passed the House by a vote of sixty-five to twenty-one, and 
also, in an amended form, passed the Senate; when, upon going back 
to the House, the amendment was concurred in, and the bill received 
the sanction of the Governor. 

Statements having been made throughout the press that seventy 
printers were confined in the prisons, Mr. Troup visited Sing Sing 
prison, to ascertain the facts in the case. After doing so, he published 
a letter in the Albany Argus, stating that at that time (May 5) there 
were twenty-eight men assigned on the contract, only three of whom 
were printers, and that there were not half a dozen practical printers 
in the whole prison. Of the twenty-eight employed in the prison 
printing-oftice, under the name of printers, are included news-boys, 
folders, sweepers-out, and, in fact, some who had never seen a print 
ing-office. One man could not read, and another, working on English 
work, could not speak the first word of the language. About half the 
men in the office as printers were learning to read and write when Mr. 
Troup visited the prison. At the next meeting of the prison in- 
spectors an order will be issued for the removal of the printing 
material in the prison. 


Mr. O’Donohue, of New York, moved that the report be 
accepted and referred to a committee of five. 

Mr. Walford, of Richmond, moved to amend by referring 
the report to the appropriate standing committees, accord 


ing to the subdivisions of the report, and, in the absence of 


standing committees to whom the different subjects of the 
report can be referred, to such special committees as may 
be appointed by the Convention. Carried. 

Mr. Geo. Whittington moved that the members of the 
Washington Union of Alexandria, and the Columbia Union 
of Washington, be admitted to seats on the floor of the 
Convention. Carried. 

On motion, an invitation was extended to the reporters 
of the Washington papers to attend the session. 

The Chair appointed as the special committee on the 
President's Report, Messrs. O’Donohue, of New York, 
Stith, of New Orleans, Walford, of 
Memphis, and Goodenough, of Hartford. 

On motion, the Convention took a recess for thirty 
minutes, and an elegant collation was spread out for the 
refreshment of the delegates. 

Upon reassembling, the report of the Secretary and Trea- 
surer was read. 

Mr. Mulle ms, of Memphis, moved that the report of the 


Secretary and Treasurer be adopted, with the exception of 


that portion relating to the finances, which shall lie over 
until the Committee on Finance be appointed. 

Mr. R. 8S. Menamin moved to amend by inserting 
ceived”’ for “adopted.” Carried. 

The resolution as amended was then adopted. 

The report of the Corresponding Secretary was then read. 

Mr. Cavis, of Washington, moved that the report be re- 
ceived, and referred to the Committee on Finance when ap- 
pointed. 

Mr. McKechnie, of New York, offered as an amendment 
that the report be received and adopted. Carried. 

Mr. Young, of New York, moved that the Union now 
proceed to the election of officers for the ensuing year.

Mr. J. F. Swain offered a resolution that a vote of thanks 
be tendered the ladics employed in the press-room of the 
Government Printing-Office for the handsome wreath pre- 
sented to the Union, and that they be furnished with a copy 
of the resolution. Carried. 

Mr. Young, of New York, then insisted upon his motion 
to proceed to the election of officers.

The Convention then proceeded to ballot for Correspond- 
ing Secretary. Mr. Turner received 36 votes, and Mr. 
MacMurray 33. 

The election of Mr. Turner, of Philadelphia, was made 
unanimous. 

The President, Mr. Oberly, then administered the obliga- 
tion of office ta the officers elect. 

On motion, it was determined that the session of the 
Convention be held between the hours of nine A.M. and 
two P.M.

Mr. Troup, of Boston, presented a remonstrance from the 
Subordinate Union at Savannah, Ga. Referred to the Com- 
mittee on Subordinate Unions. 

Mr. Gillis, of Troy, presented a communication from 
John T. Smith, agent of Artemus Ward, with regard to the 
Artemus Ward monument. 

Mr. Oberly, of Cairo, moved to refer all matters connected 
with the Ward monument to a committee of three. Carried. 

The Chair appointed Messrs. Oberly, of Illinois, Gillis, of 
Troy, and Troup, of Boston. 

Mr. William Hayes offered the following: 

Resolved, That printers interested as proprietors in offices, and re- 
ceiving a salary, may honorably withdraw from a Union. 

Referred to the Committee on Appeals. 

Mr. Troup offered the following, which was adopted : 

Resolved, That the Convention go into a committee of the whole, in 
secret session, to-morrow (Wednesday), on the state of the trade. 

Mr. MacMurray offered the following: 

Resolved, That Subordinate Unions have no right to lend money to 
individuals 

Referred to Committee on Subordinate Unions. 
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The special committee on the President's address reported 
as follows: 

1. That so much of the President's annual report as refers to the 
question of organizing all the printers within the jurisdiction of the 
National Union into Subordinate Unions, of amnesty, and amending 
Section 1 of General Laws, be referred to a special committee of five 
members. 

2. That the matter of introducing printing into State prisons be 
referred to Committee on New Business. 

3. That that portion of the report referring to the legislation of the last 
session, regarding a New Constitution and a Fund Law, be referred to 
a special committee of five.

The Union reassembled at 2 o’clock, when the President 
announced the following special committees on the Presi- 
dent's report : 

J. Daley, Phila., No.2; N. W. Young, New York, No.6; 
R. S. Menamin, Providence, No. 33; Alex. Troup, Boston, 
No. 13; A. T. Cavis, Columbia, No. 101. 

Mr. Menamin asked to be relieved, which was not 
agreed to. 

R. H. Mullen, Grand Rapids ; R. T. Gatchell, Pittsburg ; 
George Clarke, St. Louis; Alex. Troup, Boston; G. A. R. 
McNeir, Washington, were appointed a special committee 
on that part of the President’s address relative to the organi- 
zation of printers. 

Mr. Troup, of Boston, asked to be relieved, which was 
agreed to, and Mr. Barry, of Nashville, was appointed in 
his place. 

The Secretary read the following communication : 

WaAsHINGTON, D.C. 
To the President of the National Union: 

Sir:—I am requested by the Committee of Arrangements of the 
Columbia Typographical Union, to extend an invitation to the officers 
and members of the National Typographical Union, to accompany them 
on a visit to the President of the United States, the variaus Executive 
Departments of the Government, on to-morrow, at 12 M.

The invitation was accepted. 

The reports of the different committees were then read 
and acted upon. 

The Committee on Subordinate Unions reported that it 
would be injudicious for this Union to instruct the Subor- 
dinate Unions not to lend funds to individuals. Report 
adopted. 

At 3 p. M. the Union adjourned. 


THIRD DAY. 
WEDNESDAY, June 3, 1868. 

The Convention met at 9 o’clock this morning, the 
President in the chair. 

The minutes of the last meeting were read and approved. 

The report of the Committee on Subordinate Unions was 
taken up, read by sections, and, after some alteration and 
amendment, was adopted. 

Mr. McNeir rose on a question of privilege, and pre- 
sented, on behalf of a number of the ladies of the city, a 
beautiful floral wreath, which was accepted with thanks, 
and hung over the framed Constitution, in front of the 
President's desk. 

Further time was then granted the Committee on Returns 
to report. 
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The report of the Committee on Unfinished Business 
excited considerable discussion, pro and con. 

Pending the discussion, Mr. Wolford, of Richmond, 
offered the following : 

Resolved, That the majority report of the Committee on Unfinished 
Business be recommitted, with instructions to make no report upon 
the questions of the New Constitution, the Constitutions of Subordi- 
nates, and the General Fund Law, as acted upon by the last annual 
session of Memphis, the same subjects having been brought to the 
attention of the Union by the President, in his annual report, and 
referred to a special committee. 

This resolution created a very animated debate, and 
finally, from the arguments used, the vote upon it resolved 
itself into a test as to whether the documents claimed to 
have been adopted at the Memphis session would come up 
as amendments to the Constitution at the present session. 

Mr. Menamin, of Providence, thought the discussion had 
gone far enough, and moved the previous question. 

The yeas and nays were then taken on the adoption of 
the resolution. Carried in the affirmative, by a vote of 40 
to 25. 

Mr. Cavis, of Washington, in a neat little speech, presented 
a beautiful basket, constructed entirely of flowers, the gift 
to the Union by Mrs. Marquis, of this city. 

A resolution of thanks to the fair donor was adopted. 

The report of the Committee on New Business was then 
read and adopted. 

The following is the report : 

Resolved, That the giving of printing contracts to State prisons, to 
be performed by convicts, whereby men of disreputable character are 
initiated into and palmed off upon the printing trade, is, in the judg- 
ment of the National Union, an outrage upon the craft. 

Resolved, That the action of the Legislature of New York, in annul- 
ling such a contract, is deserving of commendation, and the emulation 
of all other such honorable bodies. 

Resolved, That the National Union expresses its gratification at the 
defeat of the project for the introduction of contract printing in the 
New York State Prisons, and that the thanks of this body are due to 
the Typographical Unions of New York and Albany, and to Mr. Alex. 
Troup, late Secretary of the National Union, for their active efforts to 
produce such a result. 

Baltimore Union requested that the star be stricken 
from the name of John F. Keyser, he never having been a 
rat, but expelled by Philadelphia Union for another cause. 
Referred to Committee on New Business, who presented the 
following resolution : 

Resolved, That this Union respectfully recommend to the pb peg nes 
Union the withdrawal of the stigma attached to the name of said John 
F. Keyser. 

The President read the following communication : 

WASHINGTON. 
To the President of the National Union: 

Sim:—I am requested by the Committee of Arrangements of the 
Columbia Typographical Union, to tender an invitation to the officers 
and members of the National Typographical Union to accompany them 
on an excursion down the Potomac, touching at Mount Vernon, and 
the White House Pavilion, on to-morrow afternoon. We propose 
leaving the wharf at 3'¢ o'clock P. M. 

I have the honor, &c., 
Vu. R. McLean, Chairman. 

Mr. Troup, of Boston, from the Committee on the Legis- 
lation of last session, offered a majority report, signed by 
Messrs. Cavis, Young, and Troup, setting forth that, in the 
opinion of a majority of the committee, the National Con- 
stitution was legally presented at last session, and could be 
adopted at this session; that the fact of its having been 
adopted was proof of its legal presentation. 

Messrs. Daley and Menamin submitted a minority report, 
setting forth that, in their opinion, the matter referred to the 
Committee on Legislation of last session was finally deter- 
mined at that time, and, such action having been decided at 
this session to have been illegal, that there were, therefore, no 
amendments before this body for consideration. In support 
of this they quoted Section 3 of Article X., and, in further 
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support of their position, asked for the reading of the 
minutes wherein such matters were referred to this session 
for action, declaring that no such record could be found. 
On motion, both reports were referred to the Committee 
of the Whole. 
Mr. Troup. of Boston, offered the following : 


WueEreas, The demand that eight hours shall constitute a day's work 
is just and equitable, and will, when adopted, result in materially ad- 
vancing the prosperity and happiness of the working classes of the 
country; and whereas, there is now pending in the Senate of the 
United States a bill to make eight hours a legal day's work in the 
Government Workshops, Navy Yards, Arsenals, &c., 
which bill, while just to the rights of those it is intended to affect, wi 
greatly contribute to an early introduction of the system into private 
establishments, through the medium of trade organizations: therefore, 
be it 

Resolved, That the National Typographical Union do hereby and 
herein petition and request the honorable members of the Senate of 
the United States to enact into a law said bill making eight hours a 
legal day’s work, as therein provided. 

Resolved, further, That a copy of these resolutions be forthwith 
transmitted, signed and attested by the officers of this National Organ- 
ization, to the President of the Senate, for presentation to that honor- 
able body, and to Hon, Samuel F. Cary, the representative of the 
industrial classes in the House of Representatives. 

Referred to the Committee of the Whole. 

R. S. Menamin, of Providence, offered the following : 

Wuereas, The enactment of an International Copyright Law has 
been actively urged upon Congress by a combination of the large pub- 
lishing houses of the country, possessing great monetary power, mainly 
on the plea of thereby rendering justice to foreign authors; and 

Wuereas, The International Copyright Act now under consideration 
by a joint committee of Congress is particularly objectionable, inas- 
much as it would tend to create a monopoly, both in this and foreign 
countries, by those engaged in the making of books: therefore, 

Resolved, That the National Typographical Union most emphatically 
remonstrates against any legislation which may destroy or disturb the 
free competition now existing in the publication of such works in 
this country. 

Resolved, That an International Copyright Law, by placing it in the 
power of a few publishing houses to control the right to publish in 
this country the works of foreign authors, would create a monopoly 
destructive of the large interests engaged in the publication of those 
works in popular form and at prices that place them within the reach 
of the masses of the people—interests involving a large portion of the 
capital and labor of the country. 

Resolved, That the best interests of the country demand that educa- 
tion and knowledge should be attained by all 

Resolved, That, by destroying competition, power is given to all to 
place such prices upon the works they publish, as avarice m: ay dictate, 
and thus the people would be unable to obtain them, and their circula- 
tion confined to the wealthy alone. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions, signed by the officers of 
the National Union, be forwarded to the Hon. Schuyler Colfax, Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, and Hon. Benjamin F. Wade, Presi- 
dent of the Senate, to be laid by them before their respective honor- 
able bodies. 


Referred to the Committee of the Whole. 

The special committee on the President’s address reported 
with regard to strikes and the readmission of ‘‘ rats” to 
Subordinate Unions, and the report was adopted. 

Mr. Cavis reported from the committee appointed at the 
last meeting of the Union, in regard to insufficient wages. 
Accepted. | 

The Convention then took a recess until 8 o’clock, and 
the delegates in a body, according to previous agreement, 
proceeded to visit the President of the United States, Execu- 
tive Departments, and the Government Printing-Office 

At half-past twelve o’clock the National Typographical 
Union visited the Executive Mansion, for the purpose of 
paying their respects to the President. There were about 
one hundred and twenty-five members of the Convention 
present, headed by Mr. McKechnie, President of the Con- 
vention, and A. T. Cavis, of the Committee of Arrange- 
ments. 

The visitors having formed a circle in the East Room, 
the President entered. and Mr. Cavis addressed him, saying 
the pleasant duty devolved upon him to present to the Ex- 
ecutive the officers and members of the National Typo- 
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graphical Union, who were now holding their Sixteenth 
Annual Convention in this city, to advance the interests of 
the trade. He then introduced to the President Mr. Mc- 
Kechnie, the President of the Convention. 

Mr. McKechnie addressed the President as follows: 

fr. President:—I have the honor, on behalf of the Representatives 
of the Journeymen Printers of the United States, to convey to you the 
respect which they, as good and law-abiding citizens, hold for the Chief 
Magistrate of the Nation. The high position which you (once a jour- 
neyman yourself) have attained, is a living assurance to us that the 
American working-man, no matter how humble his lot in life, may, by 
his unaided efforts and perseverance, avpire to and attain a position 
» greatest in the land may well covet. And this duty that has 
devolved upon me is the more pleasing from the fact that it demon- 
strates to the world that we, the printers of the country, though 


differing widely in our political opinions and coming from the most 


extreme sections of our land, can yet unite in common accord to show 
our respect for one who has, through his own perseverance, energy, and 
industry, not only elevated himself to the highest official position in 
the gift of the people, but through that elevation done honor to the 
class from which he sprang 


President Johnson said: 


I do not intend to make a set speech to you: I only wish to give 
you my sentiments in a conversational way. I have been censured 
hitherto for speaking my sentiments as a citizen on the issues of the 
day, but I do not think that any exception can be taken to what I am 
about tosay. The time has been in this country when any citizen or 
officer could speak his sentiments freely. The right of free speech was 
conceded to all. Perhaps this is not the case now; but, however that 
may be, the remarks of the President of the Union are particularly 
gratifying tome. Yes, a journeyman mechanic I was, and I am proud 
of it I have laid down as a fundamental rule for my guidance, never 
to forget and never to be ashamed of the source from whence I sprung; 
and all who are acquainted with me know that I have ever adhered to 
the rule. 

I have been taunted to my face with my former occupation. I have 
even received sneering communications on account thereof; but I could 
afford to laugh at them, for I felt that the reason why there were not 
more mechanics, was because the sneerers at the nobility of labor, 
had not the ability to become good mechanics. No, gentlemen, there 
is no disgrace in labor ;. there is honor, there is glory, in it. The call- 
ing, or profession, never disgraces the man; it is the man who dis- 
graces the calling. Let every man strive to do his best in his calling, 
and he at once becomes nature's nobleman. 

Now, Ido not wish by what I say to tickle the ears of the masses, 
nor do I wish to make any party allusion, but I say that the aristocracy 
of labor is true democracy, and to that aristocracy I belong. I have 
been a mechanic in the proper sense of the term, and I tell you, gentle 
men, I was considered an A No. 1 in my line. I did my work well, and 
I never broke a promise. And I consider it a nobler distinction to 
wear upon my garments the tinge of the shop, and the dust of the field, 
than all the insignia that may attach from victories won on the fields, 
cumbered with crushed and bleeding humanity I only intend this as 
a little conversational talk with you. I do not wish it to be considered 
aspeech. I only want to express to you my honest feeling on the sub- 
ject; and I humbly claim that no vote, no act, no speech of mine since 
I first entered public life, was cast or made in any other direction than 
in the interest and for the benefit of the laboring mass of the perme. 

I tender you my thanks for this compliment; and I assure you I feel 


| highly complimented that so intelligent and so respectable a class of 


men should call in a body to pay me their respects. 
thank you. 


Again I heartily 


The delegates then shook hands with his Excellency, and 
retired from the mansion. 

EVENING SESSION. 

The Union convened at 8 o'clock Pp. M.,—the President in 
the chair. 

Mr. Troup introduced to the President Hon. 8. F. Cary, 
M. C. from Cincinnati, the Representative of the Working- 
men of his district, who was invited to address the Con- 
vention. 

Mr. Cary, in his usual felicitous manner, spoke of the 
years he had devoted to promoting the best interests of — 
working-class, and the pride he felt in meeting this body « 
working-men in Convention. Mr. Cary alluded to he 
influence which legislation of late years had on the pros- 
perity of the industrial classes of the country. Too much 
had been done for capital, and scarcely any thing for the 
laborer. He thought he saw the powerful influence which 
the organization of the working-classes was having upon 
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the minds of those elected to represent the people, both in 
the State and National Legislatures. 

His remarks were received with enthusiastic applause, 
the delegates recognizing him as their champion in Congress. 

The Convention then adjourned until ten o'clock, to allow 
the delegates an opportunity of again visiting the Capitol, 
to witness the illumination of the dome and tholus. 

On reassembling, a motion was made that the Convention 
resolve itself into Committee of the Whole, on the adoption 
of the New Constitution, reported at the Memphis Conven- 
tion in 1867, which prevailed, and Mr. Stith, of New 
Orleans, was chosen Chairman. 

Discussion on the adoption of the New Constitution then 
occupied the attention of the Convention until 11 o'clock, | 
when the Convention adjourned, on account of insufficiency 
of light, there having been an accident at the gas-works. 


FOURTH DAY. 
Tuurspay, June 4, 1868. 

The Convention met at 9 A. M.,—the President in the 
chair. 

The first business in order was the report of Committees. 

The following is the report of the Committee on Returns : 

Initiated, 1478; admitted by cards, 2201; rejected, 45; 
withdrawn by card, 1898; suspended, 171; expelled, 232 ; 
reinstated, 217; deceased, 98; in godd standing, 6034; 
number of members, 6,909; amount received, $21,565 85; 
per capita tax, $1517 50. 

Mr. Cavis, of Washington, presented a communication 
from Mr. J. C. C. Whaley, President of the International 
Labor Congress, to be held in New York City on the third 
Monday of September next, inviting the National Typo- 
graphical Union to send delegates. 

The invitation was accepted, and Mr. McKechnie, of 
New York, and Mr. Troup, of Boston, were elected 
delegates. 

Mr. N. W. Young, of New York, for the purpose of har- 
monizing the Convention, offered the following : 


Resolved, That the several instruments known as the Constitution of 
the National Union of North America, and the Uniform Constitution 
for Subordinate Unions, be considered as having been regularly offered 
at this session, and the same be spread upon the minutes, and lie over 
for action until the next annual session, in conformity to the provisions 
of the existing laws. 

Mr. Oberly, of Cairo, moved to amend by substituting for 
the words ‘the Constitution of the National Union” the 
words ‘‘the Constitution of the International Union of 
North America, a copy of which is hereby presented and 
ordered to be spread upon the minutes.” 

Mr. Troup, of Boston, demanded the yeas and yeas, 
which resulted—yeas, 70; nays, 3. So the resolution and 
amendment were carried. 

Mr. Mullens, of Memphis, offered the following : 

Resolved, That for the purpose of protecting the weak and isolated 
Unions within the jurisdiction of this body, it is hereby recommended 
that a tax of ten cents per month be assessed upon each member of 
Subordinate Unions, to be kept as a reserve fund, for the purpose of 
aiding such sister Unions as may become involved in contests with 
unscrupulous capitalists during the ensuing year, and until such time 
as the National Union may consider the expediency of creating a per- 
manent fund for the purpose above named. 

Carried. 

Mr. O’ Donohue offered a motion that the Convention go 
into a Committee of the Whole, in secret session, on the 
state of the trade, with A. T. Cavis as Chairman. 

Unanimously agreed to. 

The Chairman then ordered the doors to be closed. 

On reopening the doors, Mr. J. R. Beasley, of Cincinnati, 
offered the following : 

WueEreas, It is the opinion of many of the most intelligent and influ- 
ential members of the National Typographical Legislature, that the 
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present constitution is inadequate to the demands of the craft, and 
should be revised: therefore, 

Resolved, ‘That the National Convention respectfully recommend and 
urge upon the various Unions throughout the country, the propriety 
and necessity of electing delegates, whose duty it shall be, at the next 
meeting of the National Union, to take into consideration the situation 
of the National Union; to devise such further provisions as shall ap- 
pear to them necessary to render the Constitution of the National 
Union adequate to the exigencies of the Union, and to pont such an 
act for that purpose; which, when adopted by a two-thirds vote of the 
National Union, and confirmed by three-fourths-ef the Unions, shall be 
considered as ratified by and binding upon those Unions non-confirm- 
ing the same. 

Mr. Troup, of Boston offered a motion, that 10 o'clock 
to-morrow be the hour to take notice of deceased members. 
Carried. 

Mr. Young, of New York, moved that the Convention 
now proceed to choose a place for the meeting of the Seven- 
teenth Annual Session. Carried. 

The Chair appointed Messrs. Stith, of New Orleans, and 
Daley, of Philadelphia, tellers. 

Mr. Stith said that he would like to know what places 
had invited the Union. 

The delegates proposed Albany, St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
Leavenworth, and Alexandria. 

The ballot was taken, with the following result: Albany, 
52; Cincinnati, 19. 

Mr. White, of Albany, returned thanks. 

Mr. Beasley, of Cincinnati, offered a resolution with re- 
gard to the regulation of wages on morning newspapers. 
Laid on the table. 

The resolutions offered by Mr. Troup, of Boston, yester- 
day, with regard to the eight-hour law, were adopted. 

The resolutions of Mr. Menamin, of Providence, offered 
yesterday, with regard to the International Copyright Law, 
were also adopted. 

Mr. Menamin offered the following, explaining that the 
matter referred to had already been disposed of. 

Resolved, That the majority and minority reports of the special Com- 
mittee on the Legislation of the last session be laid on the table. 

Carried. 

Resolved, That a uniform term of apprenticeship of five years be 
adopted by the Union, 

Referred to the Committee on Subordinate Unions. 

Mr. Young, of New York, moved that the Convention 
adjourn at 3 o'clock on Friday next. Carried. 

Mr. Cavis, of Washington, offered an amendment to the 
Constitution, to be spread on the minutes, and to lie over 
until the next session. 

Mr. O’ Donohue offered a resolution in regard to the needs 
of working-men, and the adoption of the eight-hour system. 
Carried. 

Mr. Cavis reported that $978 61, from thirty-four Unions, 
had been contributed to the Artemus Ward Monument 
Fund. 

Mr. MacMurray moved that the Convention adjourn, in 
respect to the memory of ex-President Buchanan. Carried. 


FIFTH DAY. 
Fripay, June 5, 1868, 

The Convention assembled at 9 o’clock, with President 
McKechnie in the chair. 

Mr. Kerr, of Cairo, introduced the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the National Union recommend to all Subordinate 
Unions the Printers’ Crecucar, the Official organ of the craft, as 
worthy of support, and, as its columns are open for the discussion of 
all matters of interest to the craft, that it be made the medium of a 
more general exchange of sentiment between the members of the craft 
on subjects relating to the trade. 

Mr. Troup, of Boston, objected to the passage of this 
resolution, inasmuch as the editor of the PRINTERS’ Crrevu- 
LAR, the acknowledged organ of the National Union, had 
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considered himself privileged to express his individual senti- 
ments in opposition to the action of that body. He thought 
it was the duty of the official organ to express the views of 
the craft, and not those of its editor. 

Mr. Menamin, editor of the CrrcuLar, denied that he 


had any other object in view in his conduct of the paper | 


than the general good, and the elevation of the crait. 
The action of the Convention, he thought, had endorsed 
the position he had taken, and he did not think he had 
transcended the privileges to which he was entitled. The 
position assigned him as editor of the organ of the National 
Union gave him the right to protect the minority interests 
of the craft, as well as those of the majority. 

Mr. Oberly, of Cairo, said that if he understood the object 
of an organ, it was that the opinions of the craft should be 
heard through its columns. He held that the conduct of 
the editor of the CrrcuLar, to the extent of expressing his 
own condemnation of the acts of the Union, was improper. 
The judgment of the editor should not permit him to use 
the organ as a medium through which to express his own 
opinions. If the employers throughout the country wished 
to break down the Union, they could not do better than by 
paying the editor of the CrrcvuLar to contend that the 
Subordinate Unions were not bound to conform to the acts 
of the National Union. Mr. Menamin had asserted that he 
had revenue from other sources than as editor of the Crr- 
CULAR. What that revenue was, unless it was from adver- 
tising type-foundries and ink, &c., he could not tell. He 
did not say that it was the intention of the editor of the 
CIRCULAR to throw any obstacle in the way of the pros- 
perity of the craft, but certainly such would be the result 
of such a course. 

Mr. Collins, of Cincinnati, thought there was a misun- 
derstanding with regard to the matter. The PRINTERS’ 
CIRCULAR was not an organ of the National Union, but of 
the whole craft, and as such was in the interest of the whole 
craft. 

Mr. Stith, of New Orleans, had seen nothing discourteous 
in the editor of the CrrcuLar; he had only expressed his 
views upon a question upon which there was an honest 
difference of opinion. He saw nothing to condemn in the 
conduct of Mr. Menamin. He had given satisfaction, and 
should be left untrammelled. 

Mr. Menamin briefly replied to the reflections cast upon 
him, and denied that he had ever permitted a line of edi- 
torial matter to appear in the CrrcuLAR which had not for 
its object the best interests of the craft. The insinuation 
that the CrrcuLaR had been subsidized by the employers, 
he thought, came with a very bad grace from the gentleman 
from Cairo, who had admitted upon the floor of this Con- 
vention that de was an employer. The gentleman is the 
editor of the Cairo Democrat, and part proprietor of that 
paper, and consequently connected with the Associated 
Press; and no one will deny that the greatest opponent 
Printers’ Unions had to fear was the Associated Press or- 
ganization. 

The question was then taken, and the resolution passed. 

Mr. Menamin returned thanks for the compliment con- 
ferred on him, and stated that the columns of the Crrev- 


LAR were at all times open for the use of any member of 


the craft. 

Mr. Stith, of New Orleans, after some appropriate re- 
marks, offered the following: 

Resolved, That the National Union congratulate the Journeymen 
Printers’ Co-operative Association of the City of New York upon the 
success of their enterprise, and recommend the establishment of simi- 
lar organizations in other localities. 


Carried unanimously. 
Mr. Young, the Secretary and Treasurer of the Journey- 
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men Printers’ Co-operative Association, returned thanks for 
the compliment. 

Mr. Troup, of Boston, offered the following : 

Resolved, That the subject of a general amnesty be referred to the 
officers of this Union, with power to act. 

Carried. 

Mr. Gorman offered the following: 

Resolved, That the President of this Union, together with the dele 
gates from Hartford, Boston, and Cambridge, be a committee with full 
power to take such action as they may deem necessary in regard to the 
existing state of the trade in the Eastern States. 

Carried. 

By Mr. Treyser, of Milwaukee : 

At a regular meeting of Milwaukee Typographical Union, No. 23, 
held February 2%, 1868, a motion was made and carried, that it is the 
wish of this Union that when the Ward Monument is erected it be 
composed of type-metal. 

Referred to the Monument Committee. 

Mr. Menamin, of Providence, offered the following, which 
was adopted : 

Resolved, That the funds now in the hands of the late Secretary and 
Treasurer, and collected for the Artemus Ward fund, be transferred to 
the Secretary and Treasurer of the National Union, to be invested 
by him in United States bonds; the evidence of such investment 
furnished to the President of the National Union, said evidence to 
consist of a certificate from the President of the Cincinnati Union, 

The hour of ten o'clock having arrived, the special 
order—the announcement of deceased members during the 
year—was taken up. 

Mr. Young moved that the Secretary be instructed to 
transfer the names of Jesse Howell and Charles Bertrand, 
of New York, from the list of permanent members to that 
of deceased members. The names of William E. Walton 
and Thomas J. Choate, of Philadelphia; A. P. McKnight, 
of Memphis; De Witt C. Northrop and Geo, A. Brawner, 
of Baltimore, were also transferred to the deceased list. 

Mr. Maher, of Washington, offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was adopted : 

Resolved, That the National Typographical Union request Subordi- 
nate Unions to so frame their Constitutions that there shall be no dis 
tinction between compositors and pressmen as to eligibility for mem- 
bership. 

Mr. Bloor, of Columbus, offered the following preamble 
and resolution, which was adopted: 

Wuereas, In view of an effort being made by certain yy in the 
State of Ohio to introduce the State printing into the Deaf and 
Dumb Asylums, under an act of the Legislature passed in 1867, 
which also authorizes the Supervisor of Public Printing to bid on and 
perform outside work other than the public printing, thus bringing the 
State into competition with private capital and enterprise: therefore, 

Resolved, That the National Typographical Union recommend all the 
Subordinate Unions in the State of Ohio to prepare and forward to the 
Corresponding Secretary of Subordinate Union No, 5, at Columbus, 
remonstrances against carrying the unjust provisions of said act of 
1867 into effect, and accompanied with petitions asking for its repeal. 

Mr. Forster, of Baltimore, offered the following : 

Resolved, That when a member of a Subordinate Union is expelled 
or suspended, it shall be the duty of said Subordinate Union to trans- 
mit to the National Union, at its next meeting thereafter, the record 
of the case, duly attested by the officers of the Subordinate Union so 
expelling or suspending a member. 

Adopted. 

The hour of twelve having arrived, the Convention took 
a recess. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

On reassembling the Convention proceeded to the con- 
sideration of the report on Subordinate Unions. That por- 
tion of the report relating to the abolition of Sunday work 
by Subordinate Unions elicited considerable discussion— 
some holding that a respect for religion demanded the 
adoption of the report, and others contending that it was a 
matter to be left entirely to the conscience and feeling of 
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the individual, and not to be legislated upon by the Na- 
tional Union. 

The resolution was finally adopted. 

Mr. O’Donohue, of New York, moved that Mr. A. T. 
Cavis, of Washington, and Mr. King, of Louisville, be 
elected alternates to the delegation appointed to attend the 
International Labor Congress. Carried. 

Mr. Oberly, chairman of the Committee on Thanks, in a 
neat speech, thanked Typographical Union, No. 101, for 
the unbounded hospitality which had been extended to the 
National Union by that body, and called upon the Secre- 
tary of the Committee to read the resolutions. 

Mr. Menamin, of Providence, then read the resolutions 
drafted by the Committee on Thanks, as follows: 


Resolved, That we return our sincere and heartfelt thanks to the 
officers and members of Columbia Typographical Union, No. 101, for 
their very cordial reception and hospitable entertainment of this Na- 
tional Union; and we deem that in this they have sustained the well 
earned reputation of the “First Typographical Society of North 
America.” 

Resolved, That the thanks of the National Typographical Union are 
hereby tendered to the Committee of Arrangements of Columbia 
Typographical Union, No. 101, Messrs. William R. McLean, Charles I. 
Canfield, William L. Jones, John T. Halleck, Joseph Darden, W. F. 
McAvoy, George T. Whittington, J. C. C. Whalley, George A. R. 
McNeir, Robert Pennman, A. J. Donaldson, D. W. Flynn, and T. J. 
Waters, for their liberal and unbounded hospitality, and that through 
them the thanks of this National Union be extended to the craft in the 
District of Columbia for the courteous manner in which they have 
been received. 

Resolved, That the National Typographical Union return a unani- 
mous vote of thanks to the retiring officers of this body, for the zeal- 
ous manner in which their duties have been performed during the past 
year, and trust their connection with this Union will ever be cherished 
with feelings of pride and satisfaction by each and every member 
thereof. 

Resolved, That the thanks of this National Typographical Union are 
due, and are hereby tendered, to the courteous and gentlemanly edi- 
torial and reportorial fraternity of Washington; and to Messrs. Thos. 
J. Murray, of the Evening Express, and Mr. M. B. Goodwin, of the 
Evening Star, we desire to return our appreciation of their services 
during the session of this National body. 

Resolved, That the thanks of this body are tendered to the ladies of 
Washington, who have, with a delicacy peculiar to themselves, com- 
plimented the Union by floral tributes, and many acts of courtesy, 
which will linger in our memories while life shall last, fragrant as the 
aroma of the roses of the bouquets with which they have adorned our 
tables. 

Resolved, That a copy of the foregoing resolutions be printed in 
proper form, signed by the officers of this body, with the seal of the 
Union attached, and presented to Columbia Typographical Union, 
No. 101.

Ill success sometimes arises from a superabundance of 
qualities in themselves good—from a conscience too sensi- 
tive, a taste too fastidious, a self-forgetfulness too romantic, 
a modesty too retiring. I will not go so far as to say, with 
a living poet, ‘that the world knows nothing of the great- 
est men,’ but there are forms of greatness, or at least excel- 
lence, which ‘die and make no sign;’ there are martyrs 
who miss the palm but not the stake; heroes without the 
laurel, and conquerors without the triumph !” 


In America, and also abroad, the tendency of literary 
manifestations, for several years past, has been towards 
condensation. The New York Commercial Advertiser says 
this is notably the case in the newspaper press, daily and 
weekly, and it is also displaying itself in magazine literature. 
The average length of articles has been materially reduced. 
The newspaper with short, pungent paragraphs, in which 
the intelligence that is to be given is boiled down into the 
fewest possible words, is always preferred to the one which 
stretches its articles out into columns of useless adjectives. 
People who want to find out what is going on, prefer to do 
it in as short a time as possible, and from a sheet filled with 
scores of condensed paragraphs they can learn much more 


than if it devoted the same space to a small number of 


lengthy articles.

of which was a small hand-press, of pure silver, measuring 
about three and a half inches in height, with a platen one 
inch wide by one and a half inch long. The press was

&e., and could miniature type be placed upon the bed it 
would no doubt give a fair impression. The press was the 
handiwork of Mr. M. Joyce, and was presented by him to 
the Columbia Typographical Society, Dec. 7, 1867. 

Each day during the session the Committee of Arrange- 
ments had tables set in a commodious room attached to 
Odd-Fellows’ Hall, and an excellent luncheon was spread 


thereon. Judging from the manner in which the Delegates 


performed this part of their laborious duties, the efforts of 


the Committee to please were successful in the highest 
degree. 

On Tuesday afternoon, by invitation from William R. 
McLean, Esq., Chairman, and George A. R. McNeir, Sec- 
retary of the Committee of Arrangements, the Delegates 
participated in a drive about the suburbs of Washington. 
The party occupied about thirty open carriages, and drove 
out of the city by way of New York Avenue, passing 
the Old Soldiers’ Home, Fort Stephens, and many other 
points of beauty and interest, stopping at the Crystal 
Springs for refreshment. During their stay at this place 
many toasts were drunk, and short and very appropriate 
addresses were delivered by Messrs. Gerard Stith, J. G, 
Judd, A. T. H. Oberly, J. 8. O’ Donohue, Alex- 
ander Troup, and others. The excursionists returned to 
the city by way of Fourteenth Street, down Fourteenth 
Street to the Long Bridge, and across the bridge, with the

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intention of paying a visit to the Arlington House, but on 
arriving at Columbia Springs we were informed that owing 
to the lateness of the hour (half-past six o’clock) it would 
be useless to proceed any farther, as the Arlington grounds 
were closed daily at six Pp. M. All alighted, when refresh- 
ments were again brought forth and were freely partaken 
of ; after which they returned to the Seaton House, arriving 
there at eight o'clock. 

The drive could not have been more pleasant, all express- 
ing the greatest satisfaction at having the privilege of 
viewing the many beautiful scenes afforded by the trip. 
The Committee could not have been more attentive and 
accommodating to the guests, having with them all the 
little dainties that the heart could desire on such an oc- 
casion. 

At twelve M., on Wednesday, the Delegates proceeded in 
a body to pay their respects to the Chief Magistrate of the 
Nation. What took place will be found recorded in the 
Proceedings of the Convention. 

From the Executive Mansion the Delegates procteded to 
the Government Printing-Office, where they were intro- 
duced to Superintendent Defrees by Mr. MecNeir. Mr. 
Defrees responded, expressing his gratification at the com- 
pliment paid him, and wished that harmony and wisdom 
might ever preside over their deliberations. He trusted 
that their visit to Washington would prove one of un- 
alloyed enjoyment to all, and that they would return in 
safety to their homes and families. 


The Delegates were then conducted through the different | 


divisions of the building, and expressed themselves highly 
gratified with the arrangements and perfection of the ma- 
chinery used at this establishment. 

For the benefit of the Delegates, the “ Bullock press”’ (re- 
nowned for the number of impressions it will throw off, the 
average speed being about sixteen thousand an hour, as run 
at this office) was worked for some time, and the details of 
its operation were carefully pointed out by the workmen 
having charge of it. This feature of the visit was, perhaps, 
the most interesting to them as practical printers, and they 
were well pleased with the wonderful mechanism of the 
press and the character of its work. 

We were shown a very ingenious machine for washing 
rollers, the invention of O. H. Reed, Esq., who occupies a 
prominent position in the press-room of the establishment. 

After leaving the Government Office, the Delegates visited 
the Capitol, and spent an hour very pleasantly in walking 
through the building, and viewing Washington from the 
top of the dome. In the evening they again visited this 
place, for the purpose of viewing the rotunda when illu- 
minated.

Sons and Daughters of America! You have come from the West, 
you have come from the North, you have come from the East, you have 
come from the South, on a pilgrimage to the tomb of that great and 
illustrious man, who, by his chivalry, secured the liberties of a great 
people; whose wisdom as a statesman put into successful operation a 
framework of government the wisest conceived by the mind of man, 
and elaborated by his thought; and devoted our country to a height of 
prosperity and greatness seldom attained in the family of nations. 

We come not here to indulge in sight-seeing, merry-making, and 
frivolity, but to drop a tear at the mausoleum of him who was “first in 
war, first in peace, and first in the hearts of his countrymen.” 

His instincts were for peace, and he only drew the sword as a minis- 
ter of justice. When its mission was accomplished, the instrument of 
war was laid aside, and he counselled peace as the source of all good to 
his countrymen. 

His highest eulogy was that pronounced by his aged mother, in 
answer to lavish commendations by that great Frenchman who was his 
friend and admirer and soldier-general—** Yes, George always was a 
good boy.” 

What prouder tribute could any mother bestow upon her beloved son 
than that? It is more eloquent than extravagant laudation, and illus- 
trates the domestic life of Washington. 

Sons and daughters of Washington! Bow the head in sorrow, the 
knee in reverence, and gather fresh inspirations of patriotism on this 
sacred spot. 

In conclusion, let me present to you a representative from the great 
empire of the West, in and beyond the Valley of the Mississippi, and 
which is destined to expand the geographical limits to the islands of 
the Pacific, that that great empire may, for that great region, lay a 
chaplet of beautiful thought before the shade of greatness reposing in 
that vault.

If, said the speaker, we are guided by the light of 
that great instrument which Washington, with the other 
Revolutionary patriots, made the framework of our Govern- 
ment, we will place our feet surely upon firm ground, and 
pass out into the great future, made glorious by the sun- 
shine of prosperity, and liberty consummated by wise 
counsels. 


The party, after securing various mementos of their visit, 
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steamed down the river to the White House Pavilion, 
where a collation had been provided by the Committee of 
Arrangements of the Columbia Typographical Union, to 
which the guests did ample justice. 

After supper the disciples of Terpsichore tripped it on the 
“light fantastic toe’ away into the “wee sma’ hours” of 
the night, and the party returned to Washington at about 
three o'clock in the morning, all a little tired but very much 
pleased with the trip.

On returning, the yacht, which was being towed by the 
steamer, was run into the piers at the wharf at Alexandria, 
and had her bowsprit carried away. This was about the 
only mishap, save that one of the party aboard the steamer 
slipped into the river, sustaining no injury beyond being 
found to be slightly damp when fished eut.

German of Max von Eelking, by William L. Stone. Albany, 
N. J. Munsell. 2vols., 8vo, tinted paper, cloth, $6. 

We have received the above-named work from the publisher, Mr. J. 
Munsell, Albany, N. Y. These memoirs contain the most detailed ac- 
count of Burgoyne’s campaign in Northern New York that has yet 
been published, and in this particular is a valuable contribution to the 
history of our Revolutionary struggle. The account which is given of 
the captivity of the German troops in New England and Virginia is 
equally new and interesting—containing many facts hitherto unpub- 
lished, and which throw new light on many points in our Revolutionary 
history. Such a work has long been needed. It fills a vacuum in the 
history of the most memorable period of our national existence, and 
must be received with interest by all who are desirous of being 
thoroughly acquainted with the history of those times. The Journals, 
being the observations of so distinguished a soldier and scholar, are re- 
plete with original and curious descriptions of the character, manners, 
&c., of the American Colonies at that time. The typography and bind- 
ing of the volumes before us equal those of any work gotten up in this 
or any other country.

g, andthe Union committed to the un 
dersigned the duty of replying, so far as the craft in this State is con- 
cerned. 

I regret that the limited time before the next session of the National 
Union (at which it is possible we may be unrepresented, although a 
commission has been issued to Mr. Jere. Gray, requesting him to act 
in that capacity) precludes the possibility of my giving a detailed 
statement, as desired, of the **number of printers employed and un- 
employed * throughout the State, from authoritative sources of infor- 
mation; and I must therefore content myself, inthe performance of my 
duty, by merely stating the fact that no branch of skilled industry in 
the State has so large a surplus of good workmen as the Art Typo 
graphical—in proportion to its legitimate strength in the community. 

The flattering accounts of California’s resources published through- 
out the world—which are perhaps true as regards her mineral wealth 
have unfortunately attracted an undue share of printers to this coast, 
and most of them have been compelled to abandon the craft for some 
other pursuit, perhaps not so congenial to their tastes and habits of 
life. Many of them are working as ranch-men or miners, as clerks, 
conductors on street-cars, insurance solicitors, lecturers, policemen, 
soldiers, canvassers, and kindred occupations, that do not, as a general 
thing, pay more than respectable board wages ; while in San Francisco 
and Sacramento, the only two cities that employ large numbers of jour- 
neymen, there are a large number of “subs,” who depend upon a 
chance day's work to pay their board bills, or to make a raise to travel 
through the interior counties—whence they return in a few months 
with woeful stories of hard times and disappointed hopes. A number 
of them have been driven by destitution to take work at “ rat” prices 
(there being a number of such unfair offices in our midst) until they 
could obtain means to leave the country, or procure other kind of em 
ployment; and our Union has been under the sad necessity, in the 
preservation of discipline, to publish such men to the trade in many 
Instances, 

The two Unions in this State (Nos. 21 and 46) have kept their trea- 
suries almost constantly depleted in aiding those whose necessities de- 
manded relief, through vickness and debility. It is only, therefore, a 
measure of public justice to those printers who contemplate visiting 
these shores with a view of bettering their condition, to give this 
statement, which is not overdrawn, a wide publicity, as the great ex- 
pense attending emigration here and returning to the Atlantic States 
is a grievous burden, to a man with a family especially.

Heretofore much of the 
complaint of the pressman has been bestowed upon press- 
makers, now it is discovered the fault lies mostly in inferior 
and imperfect type. Ina fine job the other day, and in a 
new font of letter from one of our city foundries, such was 
the irregularity of the shape of letter, and discrepancies of 
hair oa full line, we were obliged to change the line to an 
old font cast fifteen years ago, to get a clear and even im- 
pression of the whole line. 

Some fine line work can be seen at our office executed on 
this Press.

A great fault in all the presses is the want of a registering 
or™ guage apparatus—a field for invention lies just here. 
The distributing movement seems to have demanded much 
of the skill of the machinist; now let him invent a paper- 
catch, where the sheet will be held secure and straight until 
the impression is made, and the sheet returned fairly back 
to the feed-board. In job-printing we specially require this, 
for perfection is now required of the job- printer, as much as
